Claims 1-2 and 4-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
(EP 0013585). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

Claims 16-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
EP (1028150). 

Claims 1-9 and 11-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Mills (4,079,020). 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/3/2003 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that the prior art of record teaches methods that would have 
been used in conjunction with steps as claimed by applicant but not the specifically 
claimed rinse aid method. 

The examiner contends and respectfully disagrees because one of ordinary skill 
in the art would have been motivated to use the cleansing or pre-treating compositions 
of the applied prior art as a rinse aid because each of the prior art of records teaches 
and uses the composition for the purpose of cleansing dishware and one of ordinary 
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skill in the art in the absence a showing to the contrary would have been motivated to 
use said compositions for rinsing or cleansing or a combination of both in view of their 
teachings as a whole.
